Mr. Williams, u . o has been com 
ing to 'D ixon at Internal s for the past 
sev eral years, spent yeste rday a f t e r ­ 
noon here and at a b o u t m i d nigh t he 
sta rte d for th e depot to got a train 
home, a t 15:215 a. in. As he passed the 
S. D. & E. ca r barns on First s tre e t 
he was accosted by a s tra nge r, 
who 
asked him file way to the depot and 
Mr. W illiam s inform ed th e e nqu ir e r 
th at lie was going to th e station and 
would acc om panj him. 


W a s Followed. 
As they turned into Depot av enue 
Mr. Williams noticed th a t a tall m a n 
crossed th e stre et and was following 
them , but he paid no p a rtic u la r at 
tention to the cir c u m sta nc e at 
the 
ti me and conti nued his conv ersation 
with his companion. 
As they passed th e F le t c h e r M a n­ 
u f a c tu ring plant 
on Depot a v e nue 
and were directly in front of th e city 
a u xil ia ry jail, the s t r a nge r ask ed Mr. 
William s if he had a nyth i ng to drink 
and as the F ra nk lin G rov e m a n ten 
derod a bottle of whiskey 
he was 
s tru c k with gre a t force between the 
eyes. 


F a il e d for Help. 
T h e blow, how ev er, failed to r e n­ 
de r him unconscious and he p r o m p t­ 
ly called for help, 
which call 
was 
h eard and answ ered by Officer Fitz­ 
sim m ons who was w a lking the " V ” 
trac k ne ar th e G ra nd 
Detour Plow 
works. T he policeman prom ptl y ran 
to th e place, but the two stra nge rs 
had flown. 
Williams told his story 
to th e polic em an and th e officer insti­ 
tuted a th o r o u gh search, 
but failed 
to find anyone a ns w e ri ng 
the de s­ 
cription fu rnished by the v ictim. Mr. 
W il li am s fo u nh $20, th e only money 
he h a d with him, safe in his pocket, 
a nd th e re fore it is believ ed his cry 
for help frighte ne d his assaila nt or 
assa ila nts away.

Range of Eight Great Volcanoes Near 
Lake Albert Edward In Central 
Africa. 


It is not very generally known that 


right In the heart of A frica 
at the 


southern en«l of Lake Albert Edw ard 
is a great range of volcanoes. 
They 


are eight In number, and, though it is 


true that, unlike Rukenzor, they carry 
no permanent snow, the highest peak: 
is over fourteen 
thousand 
feet in 


h eld t. 
These volcanoes are partlou- 


latly interesting on a«’ c«>unt of their 
comparative 
neweness. 
Running 
through the middle of Africa there is 
a trench many hundred mites long, 
in which lie tho great lakes Albert 
Edward. Kivu and Tanganyika. 


Not v* ry many thousands of year» 
ego, the volcanoes, generally 
called 
Mfun biro, burst through the middle 
of this tren* h and made a dam across 
it, with the result that some of the 
water, which te tnerly 
flowed 
into 
Lake \!b«’it Edward find so into the 
Nile, was cut o f 
and

forrm 1 b'hiad the dam. 
As times 
went on the waters of the lake which 
is now called Kivu rose higher and 
higher, until, not being able to flov? 
oyer the barrier 
of the 
volcanoes, 
they formed the Rusisi river, which 
runs the other way into Tanganyika, 
about 100 miles distant. 
Of the eight 
volcanoes only two show signs of ao- 
tfvity at the present time, in the form 
of thin xvisos of steam which may oc- 
casiom.lly be seen; but a vast plain 
of lava, with a wide black stream curl­ 
ing through its midst, showed where 
a formidable eruption 
had 
taken 
place only two or i?iree years before 
our visit. 
There are Hot springs scat­ 
tered };• re and there, and we felt 
Hie hr f bocks of earthquakes once or 
twice, so it is not safe to say that 
the Mfumbiro volcanoes are extinct.’—
